State Senator Jerry buius 
first Palm Beach County-senator 
ta serve as chairman of the senate 
agriculture and fivestock committ. | 
ee, Monday warned the state’s agri- 
cultural interests are facing a criti- 
cal périod and must be given relief 
'from excessive ad valórem taxes. 

Thomas, who spoke at the 
Belle Glade Rotary Club luncheon, 
was named chairman of the senate 
committee at his own request, and 
was able to get the appointment 
because of his seniority. 

‘The state senator received the 
coveted certíficate of appreciation 
from the Florida Agricultural 
Council because of his service to 
agriculture during the 1965 sessíon 
of the legislature. 

Thomas, a meniber of the special 
ad valorem tax committee, said 
that a more equitable tax climate 
must be developed: so. agriculture 
may continue to prosper and grow 
in. the state. a 

“One of the most important prob- 
lems confronting’ the farmer is.the 
ag valorem tax,” Thomas said. 
“As chairman of the Senate Ag. 
riculure Committee, I have confer- 
red with Commissioner of Agri- 
culture'Connor about the problem.” 

“The State Assessment Act must 
be amended to remove those sec- 
tions. which are objectional to ur. 
ban legislators who have protested 
against farm classification for per- 
sons residing inside cities and have 


only one or two cows or a small 


patch of land.’ 

The department of 42 Menus 
and the agricultural tax council 
haye been’ working with the comp- 
troller's office in developing a new 
tax assessors' guide, Thomas said. 
He-said the guide. will go a long 
way toward solving some'of the a3- 
sessment problems, but still is not 
the answer to the problem. 

He said the bona fide farmer. 

must, be so classified, and he will 
h&ve'legal recourse through the 
County Conimission and the courts 
if he is denied agriculture classifi- 
cation. 

He. explained agriculture is, a 


four billion dollar a year business | . 


in Florida, with a gross return of 
over one billion dollars. 

“Florida, through its jegislature, 
must prevent taxes from becoming 
confiscatory,” he said. 

The state senator cautioned vot 
ers, who have become disenchanted 
with the national political picture, 
not to take their revenge out on 


state government officials who have’ 


served them well. 

“If you are disappointed with the 
national political situation, then 
you should go to the polls and vote 
your disapproval of those respon- 


í |-sible,” he. emphasized, “but don't 


give your friends a political spank- 
ing." 

Thomas pointed’ to his record 
and told.his audience that he is a 
constitutional conservative. 

» In dealing with reapportionment, 
the senator said the present con- 
fasion in Florida stemmed from 
the United States Supreme Court 
under Justice Earl Warren, and 
that the high court had invaded the
